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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Toman (5713189, cited by applicant) and/or Reimers (5794422, cited by applicant), in 
view of White (4199037). 

Thoman and/or Reimers disclose a riding mower comprising a frame, a support for a 
first electrical power source (battery, generator, fuel cell, any power source known in the 
art), friction reducing means (fig 1), however do not disclose a trailer having 2 nd 
electrical power source. 

White teaches that a generator (can be any of the well known, battery, generator, fuel 
cell etc..) is used in order to maximize the operating efficiency of the vehicle (in case of 
the combination, the riding mower). 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to provide the riding mower of Thoman and/or Reimers with the 
teachings of White7inoFaeTto maximizelhe operating efficiency of the mower. 
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Response to Arguments

moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
